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I. Claims 1 to 7 relate to optical modulating device having bidirectional 
light amplifying means, light intensity modulating means, and light 
returning means for returning the light intensity-modulated by the 
light-intensity modulating means to the light-intensity modulating 
means again or directly returning the light to the bidirectional light 
amplifying means. 

II. Claims 8 and 9 relate to an optical modulating device having 
bidirectional light amlifying means, light-intensity modulating means, 
and light returnng means for returning the single-wavelength light 
passing through the light-intensity modulating means to the 
light-intensity modulating means again, in which polari zed-wave roation 
means for rotating the polarized-wave face of the single-wavelenght 
light is set between the bidirectional light amplifying means and the 
light-intensity modulating ■ means . 

III. Claims 10 to 14 relate to an optical modulating device having 
a plurality of semiconductor amplifiers, optical isolators, and 
light-intensity modulating means.
